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a four-year-old tape-recorded phone conversation between one-time informant louis tackwood and a los 
angeles police officer may be introduced at the san quentin 6 trial the phone conversation was recorded in 
los angeles in 1971 by members of the citizens research and investigation committee the group tackwood 
contacted when he decided to stop working for the la police department the conversation was first aired by 
kpfk radio in los angeles and has been reprinted in a book about tackwood called the glasshouse tapes 
excuse me although the la police say they had very little to do with tackwood tackwood himself claims that he 
was a paid police informant for over 10 years and was involved in espionage against the black panther party 
in california the following phone conversation is between tackwood and sergeant lawrence brown of the los 
angeles police special investigation section it's a surprisingly frank conversation in which sackwood and 
sergeant brown discuss a criminal conspiracy officer named dan mahoney the purchasing of dynamite killing 
someone named james presumably james carr an ex-convict and close friend of george jackson who was 
murdered in san jose several months after this conversation was recorded the tape also discusses 
tackwood's financial problems in dealing with ci and i that's the state criminal identification and investigation 


department what is most revealing is tackled instant rapport with sergeant brown tack with phones up tells 
brown i hope the heat kills you and brown immediately replies hey what's happening here then is that phone 
conversation [Applause] oh [Applause] 
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oh look how hey you know hey uh i talked to mahoney yesterday yeah he mentioned this morning just in 
passing that she was called yeah he told me what often see you remember where i went and bought the 
dynamite oh yeah and they said [Applause] when i got the dynamite yeah huh and then i'm gonna tell you uh 
uh when he went up to see jameson oh yeah [Applause] [Music] [Applause] is mad man look here what i 
wanted to ask you oh good buddy you know uh when you're gonna be you are you gonna leave randy um 
well actually i start friday i won't even be here i'll be here about after thursday [Applause] yeah i had a case 
of it and back to the royal i'll bring you 25 year old still work together man you know me i know everybody in 
town i know everybody when you give me another case to work on well hey you're out there man you left one 
to work on well you know i'm gonna tell you how i can ask you one thing and i got good reason to be kind of 
mad about not working right now how bad did he say i really see howi[___] over on angela davis thing up 
north twice man twice on the money all right you know the first time i went up there you know i'm going to get 
down there you know they [___] over me right yeah on the money now i come back down and i tried to come 
back remember yeah and uh then i came back and went oh yeah well that's the deal you see i don't 
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well that's the deal you see i don't like that [ __ ] this uh because of what you were doing i had to lift up 
people upstairs nobody i don't believe in to bring in another agency you know that uh [___] them i don't talk 
to anybody else yeah that was bad and then they all get together something like no they ain't gonna[___] or 
you call me they ain't gonna[___] over you in the middle give me the money when you go yeah i go back up 
there what happened same thing i'm gonna tell you you're all kind of good information remember when you 
dealt with me directly you just [ __ ] over yeah you know yeah i never blamed you for it either i ain't never 
blamed you for it hey look here so i'm gonna come in tomorrow today or tomorrow yeah in the morning oh 
okay and i'll bring it 24 years connecting this with uh the old google you that's where the tape ends this 
morning i dialed the same number tackwood dialed and i also got the special investigation section of the lapd 
a sergeant richards told me that today is sergeant brown's day off and he wasn't sure when brown would be 
in again when i mentioned tech was recent testimony at the san quentin 6 trial richards told me that his men 
were being harassed out of their minds about the sixth case and he referred me to the police press relations 
officer the recording between tackwood and brown really doesn't prove all of tackle's allegations but it does 
show that attack would have close affiliation with at least one police intelligence unit the tape recording may 
in fact be introduced as an exhibit at the san quentin six trial for that purpose [Music] where is lewis tackle no 
one at this moment really knows tack tackwood may be remembered was a police informer who surfaced two 
years ago with details of an incredible plan by nixon republican party to sabotage using police agents the 
republican convention then slated for san diego this learned later turned out to be the opening gun in the 
later watergate developments but let's review for a moment some of those revelations is outlined the section 
of an unpublished work 
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the section of an unpublished work called the glass house tapes by a group of researchers known as the 
citizens research investigating committee sometime in september jack would indicated he was being 
prepared for a new assignment squad 19. it involved a coordinated contingency plan under the joint direction 
of the fbi and ccs ccs criminal conspiracy section a steering committee had been set up he said with edward 
burch of the fbi and sergeant daniel mahoney of ccs as liaison officers in planning and coordination the 
incredible plan entailed planning a number of agents provocateurs both inside and outside the 1972 
republican convention in san diego the agents were to infiltrate the group's planning demonstrations against 
the war on poverty at the time of the demonstrations these agents were to provoke street battles with the 


police surrounding the convention hall meanwhile agents inside the convention hall were to have planet 
explosives time to blow up coincident with the quote riot in the streets unquote the purpose to kill a number 
of delegates the results of course would be to create a nationwide hysteria that would then provide president 
richard m nixon with the popular support necessary to declare a state of national emergency he could then 
arrest all militants and left-wing revolutionaries and canceled the 1972 election citizens research 
investigating committee researchers by the name of dugan and katz then working on the story were stunned 
when they heard it american history was filled with bloodshed and wholesale roundups of militants presidents 
had even been assassinated yet never had the american ruling class had the audacity to kill numbers of their 
own kind to achieve the elimination of their opposition furthermore it seemed impossible that tackle would be 
included in such a bizarre plot this far in advance of the republican convention the story was too fantastic the 
attack was willing to remain on the squad until the very moment that the explosives were to go off and then 
expose the entire scheme to the press he would record all progress and plans no compensation or 
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progress and plans no compensation or guarantees were demanded by him the arrangement was 
acceptable to both sides they would protect his identity and he would protect them against any entrapment 
no citizen could afford to ignore the opportunity to view the working of the secret political police of the country 
from such a valid vantage point and expose them on september 15th tackwood called and said quote i got 
the plans for san diego i'll bring them to your place at six o'clock tonight unquote dugan put the phone down 
he could not believe what he had heard all the trust so carefully developed over the months suddenly 
evaporated this was clearly an entrapment no one in his right mind would use what must be a tap phone and 
announced possession of the plans to blow up the republican convention and his intentions of delivering 
them he had to see joan and dan at once to swear out an affidavit declaring his suspicions that the criminal 
conspiracy section through their agent lou attack louis tackwood was getting ready to bust him on a charge 
of receiving stolen documents or worse the affidavit was drawn up at the bar sinister office a legal collective 
here in los angeles within an hour of the phone call dugan then contacted a friend to set up a stakeout of the 
meeting place he intended to meet tackle outside the house to avoid any search and destroy mission by ccs 
agents marilyn was out of town it was just as well to have her on the outside where she could do some good 
tack would fail the show he had disappeared dugan sure is jumpy tacked with thought as he hung up the 
phone i wonder what that white boy is up to maybe i shouldn't give him those papers on san diego yet he 
may be trying to set me up for something you can never tell with those sds people but after three months he 
no more trusted dugan and cats than he did the vultures at the criminal conspiracy section they all operated 
on ideologies right or left they all had a purpose and you could never tell what they would do to achieve it he 
lit a cigarette took a beer out of the refrigerator refrigerator and sat down to think about how he could best 
quote cover his ass unquote if he gave dugan the san diego 
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unquote if he gave dugan the san diego papers his usefulness to him might be over if he didn't well he didn't 
know what to expect dugan knowing all that karate that was an excerpt from the unpublished work the glass 
house tapes put together by a group of researchers known as citizens research investigating committee on 
the exploits and revelations of lewis tackled regarding the bombing and sabotages republican convention 
what about the 1972 national convention for san diego uh this is i'm gonna tell you uh this was uh you know 
one of the main projects they had this right now it's under investigation uh we have uh you know uh our 
people only people other people investigating it and when all the facts are brought out they will bring the 
whole thing out into the open uh i think mr google did state that i heard someone supposedly kicking it 
around you know what i mean but anytime officers are kicking around even that type of idea i mean it is 
dangerous you know what i'm saying is it is a fact but the way it was presented in the press they only were 
kicking it around like you know hey we might was thinking about that but like i said anytime you got you know 
you know uh prominent police officers kicking around killing the killing of politicians i'm going to tell you then 
they're going beyond their duties are you charging that the police were flooding to disrupt the convention and 
yes yes iam mr tagwood mr techwood regarding that were you under were you attached to the lie detector at 


the time that mr google's questioned you about the 1972 convention incident i went through so many tests 
with mr google i don't recall that specifically uh we went to uh like three or four hours of this and uh what i'm 
saying is you had to ask mr glue i don't have a copy of the complete test i recall being questioned by mr 
coogas with the polygraph about the 1972 convention incident uh i recall something you know somewhat of 
that i mean it was so many questions 
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of that i mean it was so many questions like i said mr google took me to two days of it yes i understand so 
what i'm saying is i don't know if uh he's made that report public or whatever you know i'm asking you i don't 
recall i mean i see it uh are you saying you don't know whether you were polygraphed without the reason 
questions or not you had you i'ma tell you you had to be involved in it first of all to know the tessa i i don't 
know do you remember no i know it's on tape do you know what you told mr google yes i told him i told him 
that i told him an officer's name's involved in it i told him the agency's involved in it uh i uh we went to the 
whole detailing almost a thing how did you describe the character the conversation that you overheard no uh 
that was it was being planned and uh that it was always being planned the san diego thing was being 
planned and they were waiting for approval you know some some other person's approval approval of the 
plan approval of what plan the san diego uh the bombings of san diego what bombings uh what was the 
incident specific oh the incident was immature supposed to create to put a bombing at the same time to 
create demonstrations a little like a police aggravation of the demonstrators outside that would create riots 
and a few other things you know plus the killing of politicians now uh this was the basis of the plan what was 
the character of that conversation that you overheard was it in jest or was it serious no they were saying that 
no it wasn't nobody was joking did you tell mr guggens that under a lie detector examination uh like i said i'm 
gonna tell you he took part of it on tape part of it on the machine you know it was a combination of many 
things i don't know how much the google's determined you know uh because i'm not a you know polygraph 
or anything i don't know how he determined certain facts but these facts did come up regarding the san 
diego convention you said that the police were waiting for approval approval from whom uh this i don't know 
davis chief davis uh and some other important you know individuals were meeting 
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you know individuals were meeting somewhere down san bernardino san diego or some place for the 
purpose of i tell you it was a two-fold purpose you know forgive for uh i was told this i'm going on hearsay i 
was told it was a two for a two-fold purpose one to coordinate and then uh bring about the finalization of the 
plan so it can be prevented so it could be the second thing was so it could be presented to the district 
attorney under the department the chief police uh meeting that was supposed to be held out here sometime i 
don't know if you've been healing that who is involved who uh told you about this uh this bombing plot well 
i'm gonna tell you uh the officers to my knowledge sir i'm gonna tell you ed virtue of squad 19 i'm gonna tell 
you uh lieutenant kiel of the uh of the ccs uh i think dan mahoney was was you know i'm not matter of fact i 
don't think i know for a fact you know dan mahoney and bob sharon uh i don't know who from intelligence i 
have to tell you with somebody out of commissioner's office i've just met once they've been having meetings 
up there you know for who was at the meeting sir and why was the meeting being held you know too 
fantastic to be believed maybe so maybe not in october 1971 the free press reported that in the spring of 
1970 william howard a washington d.c based reporter for the conservative new newhouse newspaper chain 
published a story about a contingency plan to cancel the 1972 elections which he claimed he learned from 
the wife of iran corporation executive according to howard president nixon had ordered the rand corporation 
think tank in santa monica california to do a feasibility study of the cancellation of the 1972 elections because 
presidential advisors

elections because presidential advisors are increasingly concerned about the country's internal security and 
the chances of radical elements disrupting governmental operations including national elections the rand 
study would quote envision a situation where rebellious factions using force of bomb threats would make it 
unsafe to conduct an election and to provide the president with the plan of action unquote howard believed 
that the sources for his story were in quotes good and maintain that he believed them despite formal denials 
from both ran in the white house reporters from the la free press the village voice in the nation magazine 
began to dig into the story the wall street journal of 8 of april 24 1970 commented quote nixon men find the 
rumor hard to spike that the rand corporation think tank is studying the idea of canceling the 1972 elections if 
radicals threatened to disrupt it unquote and although the rand corporation sent the free president and others 
a letter denying the rumor free press was not able to discover any documentary proof of the allegation 
persons at the rand corporation privately told free press reporters that we had done a good job and right 
thing in publishing the story last year while commenting on the implications of the story about the rand 
feasibility study the free press said that the 1968 elections were held quote only after a series of political 
assassinations including a former president a leading presidential content contender and several prominent 
black oppositional leaders they were held after the police riots and political chicanery of the chicago 
democratic convention the emergence of the cia is a motor of american foreign policy and the whitewash of 
the warren commission which even ex-president lbj now admits did not tell everything to be known about the 
kennedy assassination the 1968 elections were held in other words under conditions which suggested that 
the mere 200 year history of american democracy was coming to an end at the same press conference 
mentioned before louis tackwood made the same point quoting him 
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quoting him you think nixon can't cancel the elections in 1972 do you really believe that elections are 
inevitable just because they've happened less than 50 times in american history read the headlines in your 
friendly conservative newspaper and see the monstrous and ruthless mode of operation of the man in the 
white house do you think he is beyond counseling the elections for the sake of instituting a dictatorship and 
blame it on the radicals just as hitler set the rights dog fire and blame the communists wrongly as we now 
know if there is any trace of this belief in you dear reader history is sure to judge you the fool earl ofari kpfk 
what you are about to hear is an hour program devoted once again to lewis tackwood we'll begin with a look 
at how the press handle the story specifically the washington post in the los angeles times you'll hear both 
the times and the post versions of the lewis hackwood story then following that you will hear the edited 
version of a press conference which was held on tuesday october 19th here at kpfk in los angeles the los 
angeles times story and the story in the washington post both appeared on sunday october 17 1971. i'll read 
the story from the los angeles times and the story from the washington post will be read by paul fagan here 
then is the story in the los angeles times the byline is jerry cohen time staff writer the headline web of intrigue 
tightens on police and former no way out for lewis tackwood ever since he was a runty kid his cunning and 
cool have allowed louis tackwood to connive and survive in that hostile world out there on the streets of los 
angeles until now now at the age of 28 he is caught in a web of his own intricate contrivance and for the first 
time it looks like 
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and for the first time it looks like there is no way out for lewis hackwood a criminal by choice and a police 
informer because of his fascination with plot and counter plot as well as for more practical reasons tackwood 
is lived by his own rules to justify them he developed a philosophy that is part ghetto-shaped part the product 
of his native foxiness quote crimes are a part of the game i've always liked intrigue it's like chess which he 
claims to play well you have to be a master at it a man lives more than one type of life you're two different 
people with two different conflicts of interest you can't let one take possession of the other close quote but 
the games have closed in on tackwood the two different people he claims to be are at war with one another 
and conflict has taken possession of him during the last three weeks he is told wildly conflicting stories which 
could have vast repercussions not only for law enforcement and the militant left but perhaps even for the 
nation that's if any of what he says is true or even partly true he claims two of the los angeles police 


department's elite units the criminal conspiracy section ccs and the special investigations section sis are 
guilty of dirty even murderous doings against militants both black and white among his original allegations in 
that respect some of which he later softened are these that ccs had prior knowledge of both last year's marin 
county courthouse shootout and george jackson's fatal escape attempt from san quentin and allowed both to 
proceed despite a certainty that lives would be lost that sis funneled money and arms through him to ron 
karenga then head of the us organization with the understanding that the weapons were to be used to kill 
black panthers that tackled on sis officers instructions made the controversial anonymous phone call august 
18 1965 informing newton division police that guns were stashed the black muslim mosque during the raid 
that followed no weapons were found at the mosque 
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the mosque that melvin cotton smith principal witnessed in the current trial of 13 black panthers was a police 
informer and agent provocateur long before the december 8th 1968 raid on panther headquarters which led 
to the arrest of the defendants officers contend smith turned state's evidence only after the raid that ccs and 
the fbi had organized a special squad squad 19 to provoke violence at the 1972 republican national 
convention in san diego which could be blamed on leftists the object quote to create a situation which would 
permit the president to invoke special emergency powers leading to the arrest and detention of political 
activists throughout the country close quote that ccs had sent him to the bay area to work undercover for the 
fbi and state's bureau of criminal identification and intelligence cii the object to spy on militants there in to 
infiltrate the black caucus two of whose members were elected last april to the berkeley city council that 
because of his long service as an informer and agent provocateur dating back to 1962 lapd granted him 
quote a license to steal close quote when techwood disappeared in mid-september after making these and 
other allegations to a band of young political activists the latter fired off letters containing the charges to 
district attorney joseph bush state attorney general evil younger and u.s attorney general john mitchell they 
demanded an investigation and claimed we believe his police superiors have found it necessary to conspire 
in the kidnapping or worse of mr tackwood they also approached representatives of the times the washington 
post and newsweek magazine which jointly began investigating tackwood's disappearance and the 
allegations spokesman for those who approached the media were mike mccarthy 28 robert duggan 32 and 
marilyn katz 26 all admitted their leftist leanings they claimed to have gotten in touch with 
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claimed to have gotten in touch with newsmen to prevent a cover-up of tackwood's disappearance and his 
allegations there are two versions of how tackwood met the trio about three months ago the one offered most 
consistently by takwood is this he went to the los angeles free press where mccarthy then was a staff writer 
looking for work when mccarthy learned he was an informer he put him in touch with duggan and miss katz 
whom he knew to be writing a book about police and farmers deckwood contends by this account that he did 
not know the political persuasion of his new friends at that time the other version is that he learned through 
the grapevine of mccarthy who served seven years in california prisons where he earned a reputation as a 
political activist by this account tackwood was disenchanted with his work for the police and was looking for 
someone who would be interested in what he knew about police intelligence operations duggan mccarthy 
and miss katz taped more than eight hours of interviews with tackwood detailing his allegations during this 
collaboration he established his credibility as an informer by among other things producing information he 
claimed to have obtained from secret ccs files on the eighth floor of parker center police headquarters he 
said then and continues to insist even today that he was such a trusted informer like one of the family that he 
had easy access to ccs confidential information he even obtained he would later tell newsmen ccs files on 
duggan miss cats and their associates plus names of informers and ccs officers spying on them once he 
claimed he called from a telephone from inside ccs headquarters itself to warren duggan and miss katz their 
venice apartment was the subject of a stakeout and agents were going to arrest duggan who's planning to 
drive to the airport for a trip out of town meanwhile takwood was acting as a double agent feeding police 


worrisome information about duggan and miss caps much of it he claims amounted to phony advisory 
suggested by the pair to ensnarl the police in a conspiracy he said ccs officers sometime in september put a 
phone in the 
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sometime in september put a phone in the rented home where he was living with his young wife gwen and 
her mother then told him to sign an authorization for a tap tackwood claims he believed the authorization 
covered only a device they gave him to record his conversations with duggan he said he avoided the phone 
and talked over it with duggan only once about the so-called san diego plan upon discovering in mid- 
september that the telephone had an extension which rang in newton division police station he said he 
became frightened and he and his wife disappeared moving in with friends on avalon boulevard he also 
would say that he hid out because he had come to fear duggan a karate expert and miss katz having been 
approached by the young leftists toward the end of tackwood's three-week disappearance newsmen 
independently turned up a string of confirmations of what he had related on tape while unable to corroborate 
his more inflammatory allegations they found he indeed had met with certain persons at certain places on the 
approximate dates he had given among other claims newsmen confirmed that he was indeed a long-time 
police informer if not necessarily an informer on militant matters in an agent provocateur in a 1966 report a 
probation officer wrote los angeles police department officers report that this defendant in the past worked for 
them as a reliable informant and had been extremely helpful to them in recovering stolen cars and the 
apprehension of a number of car thieves court documents also showed he had done suspiciously little hard 
time despite a long record of arrest and conviction mostly for auto theft in addition when sentenced to prison 
he conveniently for him was shipped to rehabilitation centers for treatment on the grounds he was 
dangerously close to narcotics addiction tackwood maintains he experimented with drugs three years ago 
the first and only time other points of confirmation developed include the two black berkeley city councilmen 
corroborated his claim that he had worked in their campaign surprisingly they added he had admitted to them 
he was working as an undercover operator for cii 
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operator for cii a motel manager remembers him being registered with two white men cii agents tackling 
claims about the time of the election campaign in berkeley and at the time he claimed he was spying on 
militants up north as recently as april 1970 takwood was considered reliable enough for the district attorney's 
office to use him as a witness at a trial his testimony the prosecutor concedes contributed as tackwood 
claims to putting the defendant on death row newsmen discovered that the tapped telephone he had spoken 
of did indeed have an extension into the newton division police station then two weeks ago the missing lewis 
hackwood surfaced he got into a fight and when his foe and associates vowed to kill him he ran for protection 
where he knew he could get it to police sergeant larry brown whom he had dealt with frequently in the past 
brown knew that the district attorney's office was looking into the duggan katz mccarthy allegations and 
turned tackwood over to d.a investigators he denied the charges attributed to him by the young leftists he 
even denied making the tapes for them he said duggan and miss cats were associates of the most violent 
sort of activists and quote like i told ccs first these are dangerous tight people he said he had never met 
karenga and had not become acquainted with cotton smith until after the recent raid on panther headquarters 
later that day double agent tackwood true to form contacted the young leftists and told them he had been 
pressured by police and d.a investigators to make the denials he also told him his disappearance had 
actually been a police seizure and that he had spent the prior three weeks in various jails next day when 
newsmen interviewed him tackling flip-flopped again he told reporters he had not been in jail during his three- 
week absence but had been hiding out voluntarily he said he was afraid of both the police and the young 
leftists the former because they might jail him on an old charge the latter because they might doing bodily 
harm but he stuck to the substance of the 
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but he stuck to the substance of the allegations he had made to the duggan cats mccarthy faction about the 
ccs and sis hoping to obtain some sort of independent evaluation of tackling credibility for guidance if nothing 
more the times the post and newsweek employed a polygraph operator when tackled volunteered to take a 
lie test tackwood was placed in the hands of one of the most highly regarded lie detection experts in the 
world chris googas past president and current board chairman of the american polygraph association the 
young radicals learned from tackling the plan test and he claims tried to dissuade him from taking it but last 
wednesday he submitted to the examination by google's after attorney dan lund claiming to represent him 
legally approved the questions that he would allow tackle to answer during questioning that is routine before 
a subject is put on the lie box tac would greatly diluted the thrust of his allegations in fact he turned the 
question of the san diego plan around under questioning by googas and made the young radicals appear to 
be the plotters not the police tackled denied he had ever told the leftists he had planned to give them 
documented proof of it although they claimed he had promised to deliver such documents on the very day he 
disappeared he told googas he had heard ccs officers kicking around such a scheme then say they would 
never get approval to carry it out when tackled reported this to duggan and miss katz he said they 
immediately seized on it as a good idea they suggested he added that tack would supply them with names of 
informers and names and addresses of ccs officers on whom they could plant evidence that the san diego 
plan would be affected then he said the dugan cat's proposal was that leftists would commit violent acts 
during the convention which could be blamed on ccs agents he also softened his allegations about being the 
sis ron karenga go-between he said he had supplied karenga with police money not guns that he had told 
karenga that us should take means necessary to stop the spread of black pantherism not to 
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the spread of black pantherism not to kill specific panthers additionally he said he did not even know cotton 
smith before the raid on panther headquarters but had been told by an officer that smith had been a police 
informer since 1967 and had helped plan and set up the raid he stuck by his story during pre-testing by 
google's about supplying kurenga with money and about his involvement on the raid in the muslim mosque 
but on the advice of lund he said he would not answer questions on the live box about either lest he be liable 
to conspiracy charges for the same reason he declined to answer while being polygraphed questions related 
to his contention that he had passed ccs secrets to duggan and katz these are crucial questions of course 
and if he had permitted them while on the box they could have established he was lying about karenga and 
the mosque but takwood successfully answered other questions which googas described as critical in 
determining a subject's truthfulness while being polygraphed in his report google noted no deception 
indicated when tackwood was asked and answered affirmatively such questions as did you knowingly lied to 
district attorney representatives last week by direction were you told by an lapd officer that cotton smith was 
a police informer in the panthers before the raid on panthers headquarters did the police prevent your 
prosecution and criminal activities committed by you in return for your help as an informer did you participate 
with the fbi to locate a black militant training center in the santa cruz area presumably before and after the 
marin county shootout were you advised by two lapd officers and how to stay out of prison by claiming heroin 
addiction did lapd officer bob sharat ccs sergeant robert sherrod according to tackwood tell you that they had 
prior knowledge of the george jackson breakout tackwood according to google told the truth in his response 
to the critical questions he was permitted to ask while polygraphing him or at least said google's tackled 
believed he was telling the truth 
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the truth in his evaluation of tackwood googas observed the fact that he has been used successfully in many 
police investigations over the past several years would certainly indicate that mr tack would not only could 
produce information but knew just how to get it the subject admitted he was playing a dangerous game and 
also admitted that his illegal activities prompted by duggan and others caused him to get into the present 
trouble the writer is of the opinion that mr tackwood is an opportunist to work for the highest price he 
admitted that he had perjured himself and had people sent to jail he also admitted that he was an informer on 
many people who still think he is their friend the examiner taking all this into consideration is still of the 


opinion that lewis hackwood did answer all the critical questions truthfully on his examination mr tackwood's 
statements have considerable validity following the lie test last wednesday tack would abruptly volunteered 
that he thought he needed protection from both the police and the young leftists he suggested the da's office 
might be the one to provide it in return for a guarantee he said he would repeat the substance of what he told 
googas and newsmen which varied greatly from the original allegations the guarantee he wanted was 
immunity from prosecution for conspiracy he also volunteered to take a lie test from a district attorney's 
polygraph operator informed of tackwood's wish a representative of the da's office approved the da's office 
was anxious to talk to attack what he added and he felt certain some sort of immunity could be worked out 
next morning thursday tack would reappeared in google's office because google's hoped for clarification of 
some of his questions tackwood was accompanied by the young leftists and lund he pushed a note toward 
google's which said he had been kept prisoner by duggan and cats the previous night and proclaimed that he 
wanted to dismiss lund as his legal representative shortly after the times reporter at the request of and and 
within earshot of district attorney's representatives called google's office and asked for tackwood tackwood 
was asked if he was certain that he still wanted to talk to 
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certain that he still wanted to talk to the district attorney's people yes tackwood replied two investigators 
drove tackwood from google's office to the hall of justice where he was questioned briefly by representatives 
of the district attorney's office which announced it had launched a formal investigation into his allegations he 
then was released having agreed to return at 1pm friday to submit to a polygraph examination now what was 
disintegrating into a charade took another flip-flop and so did louis tackwood instead of keeping his 1pm 
appointment tack would return to the bosom of the duggan cats faction which proclaimed at a news 
conference at an fm radio station the next day the da's investigators had kidnapped him from google's office 
star performer at the news conference was none other than the mercurial lewis hackwood who repeated his 
original allegations a d.a spokesman then announced his office was abandoning its investigation of the 
informers charges releasing this statement there will be no further investigation because of a lack of 
credibility and good faith on the part of tackwood in refusing to take the lie test police chief edward m davis 
who would refuse to permit ccs and sis officer's name by tackling to be questioned by the press because an 
investigation is in progress also released a statement it said a bolshevik has been working for two weeks to 
plan a false story involving the president of the united states and the lapd i think such a story would appear in 
pravda but i am surprised to hear that los angeles reporters are listening to the story and there the matter 
rests or does it the story under the byline of los angeles times reporter jerry cohen appearing in the la times 
for sunday october 17 1971. that same date another story appeared in the washington post the byline is leroy 
aarons the reader is paul fagan this is an article 
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is paul fagan this is an article regarding lewis hackwood from the washington post dated sunday october 17th 
1971. it was written by leroy f arons a staff writer for the post and the the title is master of conspiracy tells 
police of intrigue the date line is los angeles october 16th lewis hackwood has always been fascinated by 
intrigue he read machiavelli's the prince nine times and in various prison libraries managed to get through 
the rise and fall of the third reich four times in his younger days he was a chief war strategist for the los 
angeles street gang called the huns he loves to play chess this week louis albert tackwood 28 street hustler 
auto thief and dope smuggler pulled his master stroke he revealed that for the past decade he is labored as 
a police spy and proceeded to level a series of sensational allegations about the counter-revolutionary tactics 
of the los angeles police department and other state intelligence his charges were contained in a long series 
of taped interviews a radio press conference and an exhaustive lie detector examination which indicated that 
he was telling the truth if takwood's story is to be believed it paints a picture of an autonomous intelligence 
network working to provoke harass and entrap militants and provides a rare insight into the double triple and 
quadruple dealings inherent in the twilight zone of domestic spy activities tackled made these charges that 
police in los angeles and other parts of the state knew of the planning that culminated in the escape attempts 
at the marin county courthouse a year ago for which angela davis has been charged and at san quentin last 


august yet did not try to stop it that the ins the special investigation section the surveillance arm of the lapd 
intelligence assigned tackwood to make anonymous telephone calls that sparked a police raid on the black 
uh muslim mosque in nineteen sixty five that he was the contact man between sis and ron karenga 
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and ron karenga leader of a black militant organization in watts known as us takwood a slender intense 
negro said he delivered money and orders to karenga to take care of the growing black panther organization 
in southern california two panthers alprentis bunchie carter and john huggins were slain at ucla in late 1968 
and two us members were then later convicted that officials of the department's criminal conspiracy section 
another branch of the intelligence network told him where to buy arms and dynamite to protect his cover 
while infiltrating the black panthers that members of the intelligence division in general gave tackwood a 
quote license to steal close quote and he says in one case to kill in return for his services as an informer that 
he had sat in on meetings where plans were made by federal and local agents to disrupt the 1972 san diego 
republican convention and then blame it on political leftists the accusations were quickly ridiculed friday by 
lapd chief edward davis called the san diego assertion the work of a quote bolshevik and said i thought that 
the story would appear in pravda i'm surprised to hear that los angeles reporters are listening to it close 
quote police officials would say nothing else attempts to speak with officers of sis and ccs were rebuffed 
without police comment some of takwood's accusations were clearly uncorroborated moreover the 
experience of 10 days of interviewing tackling on and off makes it clear that he is capable of distortion and 
lying but there are indicators that lend credence to his story chris googas a polygraph expert found after two 
days of testing that while takwood was quote an opportunist who will work for the highest price he did answer 
all of the critical questions truthfully on his examination close quote tackwood was asked 13 questions 
including quote did the police prevent your prosecution in criminal activities in return for your help as an 
informer 
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in return for your help as an informer and did lapd officer bob sherrod tell you that they had prior knowledge 
of the george jackson breakout at san quentin close quote he answered yes to both google said he took 
takwood's story because my new details to pin him down and make sure he was not lying and concluded 
quote the examiner is convinced that tackwood statements have considerable validity close quote secondly 
an exhaustive research over the last three weeks by this reporter and two others confirmed that without 
question tackwood was a police informer acknowledged by police and had been in many of the places and at 
the times he said he had been there wytak would chose to make establish his story public is another study in 
intrigue several months ago he approached a reporter for the los angeles free press and underground 
weekly in search of a job so he says the reporter michael mccarthy put him in touch with a leftist collective in 
venice whose members say they were preparing a book on police intelligence activities over three months 
tack would taped in extensive detail the saga of his life as a spy somehow the lapd got wind of tackwood's 
activities at the same time the leftists primarily maryland cats 26 a students for democratic society expatriate 
from chicago and robert duggan a former member of rym2 a spinoff from sds sought information from police 
files on informants and militants which takwood said he had provided they also asked him he said to plant 
phony clues of militant activities faced with having to give different stories on all sides tack would finally 
disappeared when he found that the police had planted an extension to his telephone at a precinct house a 
precinct near his house the venice radicals fearful that they would be blamed for his disappearance called in 
three reporters and told him the tackwood story sharing the tapes they also sent letters to the local district 
attorney the state attorney general and the u.s attorney general alleging 
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and the u.s attorney general alleging that tackwood had been kidnapped by law enforcement authorities a 
week later tackwood turned up mysteriously at the district attorney's office with conflicting tales about where 
he had been in the presence of police and attorneys he denied everything in the tapes including the fact that 


he had ever made any tapes once free tackwood told reporters that he had been pressured to deny 
everything by his former friends in the intelligence branches in the ensuing week until friday's press 
conference tackled shuttled among the reporters the polygraph office the venice group and the da's office 
sprinkling conflicting tales along the way quote i've always liked intrigue he confessed at one point it's like a 
chess game you have to be a master at it doing what i was doing you live more than one life your two people 
with two different conflicts of interest you can't let one take possession of the other close quote lewis 
hackwood was born in february 1943 under inauspicious circumstances an illegitimate child in new orleans 
he was taken to los angeles at age seven to join his father a dope peddler who was shot and killed by a rival 
dealer four years later here he soon became bored with school he says it was too slow for me quit in the 
tenth grade and took to the streets and says it was more interesting planning crimes by 15 takwood was 
committing burglaries at 16 he was briefly committed to a state medal hospital where psychiatrists said of 
him quote schizophrenic reaction lack of empathy for others occasional loose and idiosyncratic associations 
some paranoid tendencies and aggressive acting out behavior close quote in 1962 he was arrested for auto 
theft but he says an officer named e.c williams offered him immunity if he would help apprehend other car 
thieves thus began his new career as reflected in probation and court records and an fbi rap sheet tackwood 
was arrested at least a dozen times in the next nine years but spent very little time in jail most 
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but spent very little time in jail most times his cases were dismissed or marked no disposition occasionally 
with the notation that quote defendant worked as a reliable informant close quote quoting tackwood he says i 
had a free hand to do what i wanted anything i did was okay like saying go out and commit all the crimes you 
want to and if you get busted they'll pull you out close quote in early 1970 tackwood said he killed a man who 
was getting wise to his informing activities he fled to new orleans assured by his police friends he says that 
no action would be taken earlier he said he testified falsely at police urging to convict some friends who had 
plotted a truck hijacking some time later he said he again falsely testified to help send one of the same 
friends to a death sentence in a murder case authorities confirmed that tackwood had testified in both cases 
but denied that he had been told to perjure himself around the summer of 1965 tackwood first became 
involved in political surveillance working for sergeants edward watkins and lawrence brown of sis all names 
used by tackwood were confirmed to be officers in the specified departments in fact he provided reporters 
with correct phone numbers directly into sis and ccs as well as a tape telephone conversation with brown just 
after the watts riot takwood said the police department came to the conclusion that the black muslims were 
quote getting too big too powerful close quote he was instructed to make a phone call to the police precinct 
saying that there were guns going in and out of the muslim mosque tackwood said he did so and 
immediately quote all kinds of police came in and shot the place up close quote around 1966 he recalled he 
began working with ron karenga at a time when the black panthers were beginning to gain strength in los 
angeles on orders of s i asked hackwood said he frequently brought money to karenga and told him to off or 
kill the panthers a main target he said was elmore geronimo pratt the panthers southern chairman pratt 
however was never killed 
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however was never killed quote at one time a police officer told me tell that son of a[ ___ ] karenga he better 
off pratt this time or i'll fix him tackwood said the la panthers continued to thrive however until december 
1969 when a massive police raid on their headquarters broke the back of the organization and sent 13 
leaders to trial for assault now going on tackwood charges that police had planned the raid long in advance 
with the collusion of melvin cotton smith whom he described as the number three man in the southern 
panthers packwood said he learned from sergeant ronald g farwell a black member of ccs in charge of 
watching black militant activity that smith had been a police spy since 1967 smith has since turned state's 
evidence in the panther 13 trial it was far well takwood said who recruited him to ccs sometime in 1969 
shortly after its formation with an offer of 100 police authorities said ccs was an outgrowth of the special unit 
established to investigate the assassination of robert f kennedy farwell also told tackwell excuse me tak 
wood where he could buy dynamite if he needed to as a part of his infiltration activities takwood said the 


alleged killing of a man in early 1970 and the flight to new orleans only momentarily interrupted takwood's 
spy career he soon fell in with the black in new orleans who ran organized crime activities there he 
subsequently called los angeles to offer his services as an informer on those activities los angeles sent an 
assistant district attorney who was on national guard duty in the south to visit tackwood in new orleans and 
set up a procedure whereby attack would reported to the special investigations division of the los angeles 
district attorney packwood's information was quote fantastic according to herman herzbrun an assistant 
district attorney when he is truthful the stuff he gives us is remarkable close quote tack would return to los 
angeles in july 1970 in fear for his life when his role as an informer was discovered 
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informer was discovered he was soon recruited for a northern california assignment along with his wife gwen 
then 17. this was roughly a time of heightened activities on behalf of the soledad brothers much of the 
activity was taking place at the university of california campus at santa cruz not far from soledad prison 
tackwood said he was sent there to analyze what police thought was the forming of a radical alliance among 
black white and chicano groups also he said they wanted him to locate a house where an armed militant hit 
squad was said to be undergoing training through gren's brother james carr a ranking member of the 
panthers tack would manage to work his way into the leftist groupings around santa cruz in addition to los 
angeles intelligence tackwood said he reported at various times to the state intelligence agency and also the 
fbi tackling says he remembers seeing angela davis and jonathan jackson on the santa cruz campus two 
days before the marin county shootout shootout in which jonathan was killed on that same day he said two 
lapd officers showed up at santa cruz and warned tackwood to quote get your ass out of here because 
something's about to break close quote takwood said he learned after the shootout that eight others besides 
jonathan jackson were scheduled to take part in the marin county raid but that the courthouse was so heavily 
guarded that the others left tackwood in an interview surmised quote alright dumb dumb jackson comes up 
and sits there a while and feels well everybody's got chicken i guess he gets out with all that several guns in 
his pocket and hot as it was you know with an overcoat on he was lucky that he got that far into the 
courtroom the only reason he got that far is because they the police knew what was going on close quote tak 
would also allege that police knew well that there were plans for the attempted breakout at san quentin 
prison last august in which soledad brother george jackson was killed quote they knew from the start that 
there was going to be a breakout he said for months they have been getting information out of san quentin 
about this break here ccs down here they got letters right now 
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ccs down here they got letters right now close quote takwood went on to explain that authorities had broken 
a code used in letters to and from the prison he said he had been told this by sergeant sharat of ccs in early 
september this discussion with shirat would have been shortly before attack would dropped out of sight 
signaling the probable end of his long and varied career as a double agent tackwood is now on the loose 
broke with no job unloved by the police or the people on whom he informed his wife is talking about divorce 
his future if any lies at the moment with his radical friends and on the hopes of capitalizing on the story of his 
quote conversion his conversion is hardly out of concern for the poor and oppressed as the venice radicals 
press would put it tackled his dreams of making a lot of money for book and movie rights to his story nor is it 
a newfound admiration for movement politics tackwood is not political he finds the black movement phony 
and dull the panther philosophy was humbug he said doomed to destruction from the start what fascinates 
him more than anything else is not the reward but the game quote i think i'm smarter than any of the officers 
i've come in contact with i can survive out there where they can't i can play the double game yet they look 
down on me and all the time it was tickling me to even play counter plots on them and counter plots on the 
other side too these people are people who think they can conspire against me and they're playing with a 
master of conspiracy they're just feeding my appetite for conspiracy i finally found someone who was willing 
to play a game and that was an article from the washington post dated sunday october 17 1971 written by 


leroy f arons a washington post staff writer that is the story that appeared in the washington post is read by 
paul fagan before that you heard the story that appeared in los angeles times with the byline of jerry cohen 
the way the press handled 
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of jerry cohen the way the press handled the lewis hackwood allegations and next we present a version and 
edited version of the press conference that louis takwood held this morning under the auspices of cric the 
citizens research and investigation committee that that press conference was not broadcast live by kpfk but 
here is the edited version of that press conference i personally call this press conference because i felt the 
uh story hasn't been told quite like it really happened you know i mean i've read several news articles in 
several papers i've been accused of flip-flopping double agency and double agents and a few other things 
i'm uh i'm not gonna make a long statement i'ma tell you i'm gonna leave it open to the press to ask me any 
questions they want to ask me uh related to the story that's been printed um i feel that i'm gonna tell you that 
i have not been treated fairly like i said by certain you know about a certain newspaper let me tell you in their 
present this morning uh and i'd like to clear up all that too and he's here you can ask me questions too thank 
you uh i'm sorry i can say it uh i feel i was compromised you know uh i went along with it for some reason i'm 
gonna tell you like i'll really fear mostly um but like i'm gonna tell you and i will admit you Know what i mean 
i'm like i'm used to playing games on both sides of the table uh and i i can see when you know something's 
to my advantage and something's when something's not it would to my advantage i maintain to go along with 
certain you know certain allegations certain things to uh gain my release matter of fact from the district 
attorney's office it's been stated that two members of the uh the cia sid came got me 
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cia sid came got me when we kind of tell you about almost 11 of them you know we had the whole building 
just isolated we couldn't have gotten out of nowhere else you know did the los angeles sergeant robert chair 
tell you that they knew about the george jackson escaping temple yes he did this was verified i'd only like to 
take a test uh now the fact that he said that that he told me that was verified but do you know for a fact that 
this is true uh well i don't feel mr mr bob roberts starting to share it was live to me for no specific reason but 
he me and we're pretty we had confidence going you know between us then uh his precise statement was 
yes we had information coming out of there for months you know we wrote the code and we knew precisely 
what was going on this was the day after george jackson was dead did you ask them why they hadn't taken 
any steps to prevent it uh i had gotten used to asking not asking why they you know involving conspiracies 
what about the 1972 national convention in san uh diego is i'm gonna tell you uh this was uh you know one 
of the main projects they had this right now is under investigation uh we have uh you know uh our people 
including people other people investigating it and when all the facts are brought out they will bring the whole 
thing out into the open uh i think mr google did state that i heard someone explosively kicking it around you 
know what i mean but anytime officers are kicking around even that type of idea but i mean it is dangerous 
you know uh what i'm saying is it is a fact but the way it was presented in the press they only were kicking it 
around like you know hey we might was thinking about that but like i said anytime you got you know you 
know uh prominent police officers kicking around killing the killing of politicians i'm gonna tell you then they're 
gonna be above and beyond their duties then are you charging that the police were flooding to disrupt the 
convention and yes yes i am mr uh tagwood mr tackwood regarding that were you under were you attached 
to the 
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were you under were you attached to the lie detector at the time that mr googas questioned you about the 
1972 convention incident i went through so many tests with mr google simultaneously i don't recall that 
specifically uh we went to uh like three or four hours of this and uh what i'm saying is i you had to ask mr 
google i don't have a copy of the complete test i recall being questioned by mr with the polygraph about the 
1972 convention incident uh i recall something you know somewhat of that i mean it was so many questions 


like i said mr google took me to two days of it yes i understand so what i'm saying is i don't know if uh he's 
made that report public or whatever you know i'm asking you i don't recall i mean i gotta see it though are 
you saying you don't know whether you were polygraphed without a reason questions or not you have you 
i'ma tell you you had to be involved in it first of all to know the tesla i i don't know do you remember no i know 
it's on tape do you know what you told mr google yes i told him i told him that i told him an officer's name is 
involved in it i told him the agency's involved in it uh i uh we went through the whole detailing almost a thing 
how did you describe the character the conversation that you overheard no uh that was it was being planned 
and uh that was what was being planned the san diego thing was being planned and they were waiting for 
approval you know some some other person's approval approval of the plan approval of what plan the san 
diego uh the bombings in san diego what bombings what was the incident specific oh the incident was i'm 
going to say they were supposed to create a uh how to put a bombing at the same time to create 
demonstrations you know like a police aggravation of the demonstrators outside that would create riots and a 
few other things you know plus the killing of politicians now uh this was the basis of the plan what was the 
character of that conversation that you overheard was it in jest or was it serious no they were saying no it 
wasn't a nobody was joking did you tell mr google that under a lie detector examination 
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detector examination uh like i said i'm gonna tell you he took part of it on tape part of it on the machine it was 
a combination of many things i don't know how much the google's determined you know uh because i'm not 
a you know polygraph or anything i don't know how he determined certain facts but these facts did come up 
yeah why did you make the disclosures originally why are you making these statements why why are you 
revealing all this information i i think i went through this before see uh first of all i had no intention of ever 
coming before the press i was writing a book anonymously unfortunately the police department suffered to 
tap my phone and then in the tap i'ma tell you they found out what i was doing and they proceeded to stop 
me uh i was fearful of my life and simply not know too much and i had been with them too long you know so i 
became a dangerous asset to them so before like uh they killed me or worse you know what i mean on my 
family too i made the statements public it has been said that you've uh sent people to jail and the president 
you've informed on people like the black panthers and the muslims is that true did you inform the police that 
there were arms stored at the black muslim headquarters here in los angeles oh yes i did uh if you found 
orders from the police department why are you turning on people i mean espadrilles are krla radio uh it's not 
that i'm turning on them they turn on me you know by tapping my phone and uh uh how that put it was only 
the first stage of something else bigger do you fear for your safety now that you've made all these revelations 
yes i still do from home from the police department i must attack wood i don't fear uh as much from them as i 
do from the the established agencies uh right now i'm gonna tell you i'm being uh uh you know kept by 
friends and you know we have to constantly move and uh matter of fact as close as sunday you know what i 
mean someone called where i was at who you know and maybe there was someone else you know trying to 
talk to me and they shouldn't even because i know where i was at 
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where i was at last friday this is tom riddle the los angeles news advocate last friday at the press conference 
here you said that if the press by monday night did not give out the story to the public as you told it to them 
with the assumption that those three newspapers were in fact doing some very heavy investigating of the 
charges you make and this morning you tell us now that the press has treated you very unfairly no i i pardon 
you i'm going to tell you misunderstood i said one newspaper treated me pretty unfairly i didn't say one 
newspaper fine assuming that that is the los angeles times because that's the only one that i know of that 
printed a story about you since friday are you now prepared this morning to give the press all of the 
cooperative evidence that you talked about last friday well i'm gonna tell you if you read the washington post 
and the san diego the san francisco chronicle they also print this story what i'm saying stating sir is that only 
but say on the questions that were asked of me that i'm gonna tell you the the statements that were made by 
mr gookas and everything you can ask any question you would like to ask me uh i'm not giving anything i'm 
gonna tell you i'm here to answer any pertinent questions that may you know come to your mind exactly 


mark cooper kf5 regarding the san diego convention you said that the police were waiting for approval 
approval from whom uh this i don't know what are you going to do next are you going to go back to the 
district attorney uh i'm waiting for the district attorney to come to me let me tell you what i'm saying about that 
is this that i uh made several calls which we taped you know and we can never get in hold in touch with 
anybody the district attorney's made certain statements to my lawyer that you know he didn't want to talk to 
me anymore um so therefore i'm going to tell you when everyone else fraternity officers want me only i'm 
making one condition on that uh since i'm gonna tell you it's becoming an idea where uh someone's lying i've 
been online to take the test already for two days i feel that the district attorney's office should ask some of the

attorney's office should ask some of the ccr ccs members and uh maybe a few other people who are 
involved in the complicity of this who have you know who i've mentioned to take the same test i'm supposed 
to take since i've taken one already well apparently they're not going to so so i mean what i'm saying to you 
is then why should i have you know uh i'll take the test you know but why should i be forced to take two you 
know i took one already why shouldn't mr gupta is the past president he's ex fully ex uh uh police officer he 
has four four prisoners of citations i don't think a man of that caliber would lie you know uh what i'm saying to 
you is that uh if two days wasn't enough for them and some of the things i've said i'm gonna tell you does 
place the police in a very precarious position then what they should do let me tell you is like uh make an 
investigation of their own but which they're refusing to do by going to google i don't know mr google's i told 
him to because he could turn that his tapes and his thing over to the district attorney's office man in fact i 
asked him to be there what i'm saying to you uh sir is that what they should do is go to the parties i've said 
anything about let them make statements which they're not they're refusing to do uh art la free press you 
evidently told mr googas the names of the officers involved in these discussions yes and at the friday 
conference you indicated that there was a meeting at which lieutenant governor reiniki was present no i 
didn't indicate that i'ma tell you one of the members of the uh the press mentioned all those people in prison 
remember you seem to verify what i'm saying i know i knew of the meeting you discussed both the names of 
the officers and the nature of that meeting as you know it well the nature of the meeting as i know it uh sir is 
that uh davis chief davis uh and some other important you know individuals were meeting somewhere down 
in san bernardino san diego or some place for the purpose i'm gonna tell you it was a two-fold purpose you 
know forgive for uh i was told this i'm going on hearsay i was told that there was a two for a two-fold purpose 
one to coordinate and then uh bring about the 
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coordinate and then uh bring about the finalization of the plan so it can be prevented so it could be the 
second thing was so it could be presented to the district attorney under the pardon me the chief police uh 
meeting that was supposed to be held out here sometime i don't know if you've been held or not who is 
involved uh told you about this uh this bombing plot uh well i'm gonna tell you uh the opposite to my 
knowledge sir i'm gonna tell you ed virtue of squad 19 i'm gonna tell you uh lieutenant kiel of the uh of the 
ccs uh i think dan mahoney was you know i'm not matter of fact i don't think i know for a fact you know dan 
mahoney and bob uh i don't know who from intelligence i have to tell you with somebody out of 
commissioner's office i've just met once and they've been having meetings up there you know for quite a few 
you preface your days by saying that this is just pierce no i'm saying here's the on that one on that one 
conversation who was at the meeting sir and why was the meeting being held you know how did you know 
your telephone was tapped uh-huh well i was moving see because of the my landlord i would tell you which 
who you can check with uh stated there was too many uh white police officers running in and out is you know 
his house you know we live in the back of him so we have to move so in the moving process i had the phone 
that they gave me i would have a transfer uh when i got the phone company they they say yeah we can 
transfer it and the ladies say wait a minute would you like your extension that is at 14 something newton 
street you know transferred to he said because we have to get the the mileage rate on that it's 20 some 


dollars now we got to figure out since you're moving a little further out you know how much it's going to be 
and this is when i found out that newton the address she gave me is the los angeles police department 
division at newton street 
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mr tackle yes carl jordan uh are you telling us now that you were not kidnapped from mr google's office no 
what i'm saying is uh sir i'm gonna tell you if four sid members walk in arm forearm yes i let me explain the 
story on that uh mr cohen is here this morning so let me explain the story on that okay uh we knew i had 
made a tape of it early that morning mr cohen was for the show with two security guards from l.a times two 
security guards really time we knew that mr coyne was what he was trying to do was take me someplace and 
put me you know and this and that okay we did not know mr mr cohen would send four sid members well 
armed and maintain they came in the gestapo you know i mean they came in just like them didn't you state 
to someone that you wanted to be polygraphed by the district attorney's people no one ever mentioned the 
line you could test by the district office to me at all are you saying you never stated to anyone that you wish 
to be polygraphic no it was no imma tell you i thought mr google was the best in the nation were you asked 
by the photographers trigger the black muslims yes i was you were i think i was i think i'm not sure i think i 
was i would ask something like oh i'm gonna tell you over a period of two days i was asking i was asking like 
300 questions [Music] i think if mr cohen and miss or one of the uh mr flemings here would give you the 
results of that test uh the question i don't know sir what mr google's uh uh based his his uh uh his tests on i 
took i said i was asked over 300 questions well let me explain something to you sir at the same the same 
morning that's that matter of fact the sad members took me off the line to take the machine then i was on him 
on his thing what i'm saying to you is sir that i had been on it and off of it fora 
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i had been on it and off of it for a period of something like six seven hours now he asked me many questions 
you know what i mean for me to go back and say i remember each and every one of them is to be lying to 
you let me ask you how long have you been a professional since 1962 and what how big apart as part of an 
informant's job and part of his weaponry uh how would you when you rephrase that you mean other words 
like lying to who anybody in other words you have to make up stories i would think uh well i'm gonna tell you 
well sir well you work factually mostly because like you must create you know you can say lying but you must 
create the atmosphere or the the idea that you that you would whatever you're carrying through you must live 
that part it's no lying because you can't tell a person you can do something and you can't produce it in other 
words oh yeah somebody have we all we all lie at our own times you know what i mean that don't make me a 
professional liar though no sir would you regard yourself as a professional no sir is it possible to verify three 
charges that you make specifically one that you participated in the berkeley election campaign under the 
direction of the los angeles police department two that the principal witness for the prosecution of the panther 
trial was in fact a police agent prior to the attack and three that you made the telephone call that led to the 
raid on the muslim attack all right uh answer to your first question this has been verified that i would say was 
up there with cci members this is a thing where the councilman had verified it un and uh uh the motel 
manager i'm gonna tell you stated i was up there with two 
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tell you stated i was up there with two white officers i'm gonna tell you only a second part of your question is 
uh what was the second one about the police that the uh oh oh uh the only way i can be fair like i say mr 
google's uh stated i was telling the truth on that question you know uh the only other person can verify that is 
mr smith or mr sergeant rj falwell now on the third part of your question point me on the third part of your 
question the only person who can verify that is you know is officer uh sergeant uh watkins or sergeant brown 
which they have not even come out you know one window says false or true they are the ones that you 
made the phone call too there are four mr written uh mr what hard evidence do you have to prove that the los 
angeles police department was in fact using ron karenga organization either with money or with arms or with 


both to wipe out the black panthers well you must understand one thing sir that the police department do do 
not you know leave these incriminating records around first of all uh and the only thing i would say i can state 
is like the lie detector test and all that on that uh the uh you know taking my statements you know uh i cannot 
say i you can go find files here and there unless you can suppress i mean subpoena ccs files or sign files 
then you can do it that way riots or disturbances that the police have been involved in or in which they have 
provided any other riots other than the ones that were mentioned no uh no i mean i can't honestly say it i you 
know like i wonder what i've dealt then i can honestly you know say things on what i haven't dealt with i 
wouldn't even surmise about now let's let's let's clarify something sir you keep saying the police department 
the unit i'm talking about is above and 
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the unit i'm talking about is above and beyond they have their own radio units you know what i mean they 
own cars and uh we dealt in cash all right let's talk about that unit special investigation csa cfc do they have 
a special fund uh using taxpayers money to provide funds for organizations like us and other groups uh iii 
would have imagined so they come up with the cash every time they need it i don't know when i don't know 
where they're getting the money for what are you talking about otherwise like uh the one incident like i see a 
lot of people are driving over a lot of things i'm saying like the thing i'm saying like we have on tape too is that 
uh i bought 1800 over dynamite which you know out of state with taxpayers money and the police material 
never arrested the man another thing i'm gonna tell you i think you're driving over is they would send you 
know me only baby i was in new orleans on you know and they would send me consent for me and send me 
back there and then the district attorney office uh who in the world read the washington post made this 
statement too that the information i got was fantastic i was working for the district attorney's office in new 
orleans uh working on the mafia i was i was number two man to the i was number one man to the number 
two man in the mafia back there and see these are things you're overlooking let's see i'm gonna say uh i was 
his bodyguard all right another thing you're overlooking is that ccs would send me up north on taxpayers 
money i'm gonna tell you must have been 15 times he said for you you're overlooking all these facts uh 
everyone is there no this is not only on brickell elections it was on the angela davis case on the panther uh 
takeover of santa cruz on the eop program you see my point it was many things they sent me up there for 
but basically what i'm saying to you is that they spent plenty tax bills money sending me and both my wife up 
there on numerous occasions they sent her up there by herself too uh we went up there and had a whole 
hotel full of foi agents you know i mean and rode around all night long picking out this place in 
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night long picking out this place in that place you know this is in santa cruz uh san jose and andreas sequoia 
you you seem to you're overlooking the fact that they spend quite a bit of money on putting joseph jenkins in 
the gas table on the line you see my point on he's in the gas chamber i'm gonna tell you right now yes sir 
he's in there on death row i mean you're overlooking somebody's program his name is joseph jenkins 
nobody wanted me to be anything i just i'ma tell you i just happened to get that position it was a thing where 
you know through well being the number two being the number two being the bodyguard the number two 
man in the mafia in louisiana you know what i mean that's pretty high up you see my point oh no how did you 
get that job oh it was it was a long story i wouldn't go into right now but it was uh through a twist of fate you 
know like it was a luck thing the bodyguard rather had to be very very no i knew see the man i worked for 
knew my father that's what he was seeing from my own hometown i learned that it was a conspiracy of the 
mafia conspiracy uh mate in california and i gave the district attorneys the names of all the men who involved 
in all the narcotics prostitution and other things and places and businesses that they owned out here no i 
don't know that you know they might be you know i didn't use the name blue attack would back there matter 
of fact the man just knew who i worked for they knew i was tackled knew in advance about the marine county 
shootout and the george jackson escape attempt now how did you find out about these things i well i'ma tell 
you i worked for a period of three or four maybe four or five months on the angela davis thing i became in 
contact with many people involved in the conspiracy i cannot name 
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involved in the conspiracy i cannot name them at this time but i can tell you this much if ccs will okay it or 
pick the people or whatever i will name everybody there was imitation there was a conspiracy today i'm 
gonna tell you but i'm gonna tell you i can't say if angela davis was if she was guilty or not i'm not gonna put 
no position on that but there was a conspiracy there was it would take a place that the conspirators did train 
at i'm gonna tell you for on military type action that ccs was very much aware of this that they sent me up 
north because of this to find this out and they knew the people involved in it the people who who helped with 
the money they know the places they were meeting those people they know everything about the whole 
entire thing this is from my personal experience on the george jackson thing i'll put it up um yes they have 
people they have never even touched you know i mean like they've got angela davis up there on the 
conspiracy but yet the people who were directly involved in it have never been prosecuted i cannot name him 
at this time i think i said if you go to ccs now can we name them i will were there davis can you say that much 
let's just say that uh i wouldn't say they were friends of angela davis because of the position she's in now i 
would say that uh that these people you know to me are ran in the same general you know what i mean 
circle but they weren't the way these are not police i'ma tell you these are people that were you know i won't 
say that police were very much involved in the conspiracy of yes i will say that they were very much involved 
well i infiltrated it you see my point so therefore then me being there is like being an agent of theirs once then 
like they had other agents there too one thing is being overlooked that cotton smith has supposedly turned 
state's evidence but cotton schmidt was up north you know what i mean uh he went from the north all the 
way to 
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uh he went from the north all the way to texas he knows all the gun statuses of the panther party all the 
people involved but yet the police have not come up with no new revelations yesterday just the panther 13. it 
is kind of funny that the man turning state's evidence that high up in the panther party have not mentioned 
any other names but people are trying to convict right now are you saying that and being framed i'm saying 
that the whole entire thing was framed any time that you know of a conspiracy know the people involved in 
conspiracy and let me tell you you are a part of it i'll say this much if angela davis is guilty of of pre- 
knowledge then so is the los angeles police department did somebody set angela davis up to buy the guns is 
that what you're saying i'm saying that i'm gonna tell you i cannot you know tell you why the guns were 
bought or nothing like that i'm saying this much uh that uh i will stand in a courtroom if it's angela davis or 
anybody if it's on my own trial and i will state like i said before if angela davis is guilty of a conspiracy so is 
the los angeles police department now why did the los angeles knowledge of the way they operate and why 
they operate why did they allow this plot to go ahead this is part of the makeup of ccs i'm gonna tell you they 
have knowledge of a whole lot of plots you see my point not only this one but i'm gonna tell you the george 
jackson plot they knew about it yet they let it go on they knew about the the so-called takeover of the eop 
program of the black militants you see my point uh this is like i say a way of thinking well look at the name i'm 
trying to tell you now look at the name of the organization criminal conspiracy you know what i mean they are 
more involved as a conspirators than anybody [Music] i don't know the reason they're doing these things let 
me tell you if i know this reason i'm gonna tell you then i could say hey well you know all i'm saying is hey i 
know that they are very much aware of a lot of 
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they are very much aware of a lot of conspiracies going on around around this around the state yet they do 
nothing like i stated before you know like here's a man who sells me a case of dynamite you know what i 
mean and yet here's a man who've been known to be involved in two major bombings two people have been 
killed in these bombings and this man is still walking the streets you know what i mean and i'm gonna tell you 
ccs has moved neither one way or another on the davis is a map of a conspiracy are you planning to go to 
her trial i have not talked to her lawyers yet let me will you will you testify if necessary yes uh the information 
that mr taqwa has given us has been passed on to angela davis's attorneys as well as the attorneys of the 


los angeles 13. so they now are fully aware of all of the implications and the people involved in los mr are 
withholding information withholding evidence that it's revealed could gain the release of evangelical attempts 
at present time i will state for the record that the los angeles ccs not the police department are suppressing 
certain evidence along with cii that may evolve in her release uh i can say for the record that they have 
suppressed and matter of fact stolen a certain truck from a certain man i'm gonna tell you uh and this truck 
could be very detrimental to their case on the mate on proving conspiracy against her what were your [Music] 
well i'll tell you what you i think you should go talk to you know joseph bush junior here and i think he has his 
own problems about the guns right now in that case could you tell us exactly you told us how you knew about 
the angelo davis uh in the marine county field because you were involved in the planning what about the 
george jackson what is 
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what about the george jackson what is your source of information well my one source is this i'll tell you this 
much that uh i have a an officer who i had uh never been lied to before before tell me uh of this fact i think mr 
mccarthy you mentioned the other somebody mentioned in the interview you had a night on radio about the 
escape map being found in a certain james carr's pocket that's that point this james i'll tell you this much too 
uh four or five months ago and this is part of ccs's record i'll stand on it and i'm gonna take it if they show the 
files it's there i was told by a member of a of a of a militant organization that he had been he had gained his 
release from prison for the specific reason of leading the next breakout of george jackson he gave me quite a 
few details on this escape plan while we were i was up in santa cruz this time i reported all these facts back 
to ccs they started an investigation on this thing and they finally eventually came up with the initial that it was 
a conspiracy going on that they would try to break him out that and they knew the parties involved in the 
alleged breakout uh they knew uh through letters from san quentin you know from san quentin that they had 
this thing now uh what ver what what i'm gonna tell you this is over a period of months what finally brought 
this thing to the head was like i say bob sherry telling me personally himself that yeah we knew about it baby 
all along there was no surprise i knew i didn't say car sir i'm sorry imagine don't place words in my mouth uh i 
knew that there was a conspiracy to break him out yes for the police department i reported my facts to them 
what else could i do can you give us any more detail 
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uh only that it was the i don't know what the initial final plan was i just know that i was reported that the squad 
was training for this would not try to break him out themselves and he would get out and once he got out they 
would you know make you know an effort to get him out of the country you know what i mean once he would 
release himself you know can you identify any of these people or first of all mr robertson john free phantom 
books uh mr attack was there two things could you give us some details about a man on death row that i 
believe you say you have information concerning how we got there into the war on poverty the eop program 
seemed to me too i'll take the eop program first you see while i was up in the santa cruz area i was you know 
in in meetings uh with mill rattle you could say militant black educators who were planning to it was a war 
going on between mitchell who is the mexican-american organization in eop and the black uh student 
alliances um the student black student alliance has said the stated was that there was too many uh matching 
member eop programs i was in their meetings on their strategies on riots on the campus on you know on 
certain things like this i reported all this back to you to the ccs who eventually curtailed the whole entire eop 
program what was your question uh the second question i think i brought up already i'm gonna tell you the 
man i have on death row on perjury is uh joseph jenkins [Music] the case is involved well this is the second 
time i sent mr jenkins to the penitentiary uh the first time i sit in my city with with four three other members his 
brother and to the two the two finland brothers uh this was on conspiracy to kidnap robbery and murder 
kidnap robbery murder and hijacking which i'm gonna tell you uh i was instructed by the sii after they lost 
their case on 
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the sii after they lost their case on the man two on these four men two make certain allegations in the 
courtroom i spent four and a half hours on the stand and these men were convicted of the crime are you 
saying you lied on the witness stand i know i'm saying i didn't lie i told the story that was gave to me that i'm 
gonna tell you it was a out now thing where i i didn't create the lie i was you know what i mean what i'm 
saying you see i'm saying i did not lie deliberately i was given a story to memorize and give what was the 
story that you were given to memorize the truth no so you lied in the witness stand yeah well i mean if you 
want to put that way yes uh what was your role precisely what did you do uh in the election what was your 
function and my original function was to go up there and find one man one pacific man who was involved in 
andy davis case [Music] well i'ma tell you but we we taped all these strategy meetings uh we i i was a 
walking bug a walking bug berkeley election campaign meetings for the los angeles police department for a 
coordinated thing between the cii and the ccs yes it is why were you up why would you be involved in the 
berkeley elections for the lapd i was called down to ccs and asked would i you know go up to go up north 
with the ci we went up there for one pacific reason after they found out it was a the black caucus in the april 
you know april coalition thing we uh they got very much involved in that too which candidates did campaigns 
of which candidates did you infiltrate jamie bailey and ira simmons and uh do you recall any of the meetings 
that you attended with the wearing the bug or the device now this plans over a period of uh three different 
times i 
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period of uh three different times i went up there for a period of a lot of weeks uh we also bugged a strategy 
of the angela davis defense committee was sent to me uh we bugged uh their strategy about you know 
certain things uh uh we we had a bug on everything and every the book on the room the cars everything and 
was there no effort on the part of the berkeley candidates to determine whether or not their meetings were 
blocked a matter of fact uh uh i think the candidate i'm gonna tell you mr mr downey bailey has stated that i 
uh was i was burnt by him you know the bug dropped out in the bathroom and he i did you know explained to 
him i was working with cii and i wasn't part of the you know thing he admits all of this you didn't volunteer that 
you were a member of cii it was only after you were discovered that when when the bug dropped off me in 
the bathroom mr zach were you ever told why it was necessary to infiltrate the political campaign i never 
asked questions sir but you never were taught no i gotta say i never asked uh questions of my superiors i 
just went along with the program but nobody volunteered why you should infiltrate my ostensibly normal 
political campaign uh they didn't consider the normal complicated political campaign sir the officers i was 
working for up there were two ex berkeley policemen who had been involved in berkeley for nine years one 
person seven years the other uh to them it was a major thing because of the implications of radicals taking 
over city council or or whatever you know i've been trying to remember they had long funny names mr tackle 
uh in regards to the berkeley thing did you did mr lucas ask you uh while you were under the lie detector test 
whether there was a uh black city councilman uh in san francisco who was a police department i think he did 
see what i'm saying i'm gonna tell you me mr google's i'm gonna tell you it was so much of a cross let me 
explain something to the press it was so much of a cross going on 
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was so much of a cross going on between uh on the part of me i'ma tell you i don't think you missed with 
something you didn't know mr cohen mr google did not want me to take a light take test for either mr corn off 
of[___] he let me take it extensively for myself and this is something you didn't know my wife was president 
of these meetings uh so she can verify this and she doesn't she's not helping here right now so anybody 
want to go down and talk to her you're going to ask her i mentioned this so it was such of a cross going on 
everybody telling me you're my best protection you know they're my best protection the president is telling 
me hey you might be your best protection mr google's telling me you're my best protection quickly telling me 
you're my best protection the da's always saying hey we can protect you the best too you know what i mean 
so therefore i didn't know who to believe you know what i mean but mr gooka made an extensive test which i 
don't think you're even aware of was there any question of criminal activity or possible criminal activity being 
involved in the berkeley election campaign or was it a matter of political surveillance it was political 


surveillance of the highest league no suggestion of any kind of criminal activity involved plus someone tell 
you they wanted them to tell you that something that no one has asked me they want to know where all the 
funds were coming for the for the radical radical movement what what exactly were you unhappy with in 
relation to the la times article uh well i think mr coyne i'm going to tell you uh uh unfairly with me completely 
because he editorialized us for so long he left uh he uh how would i put it he smothered the facts by 
editorializing us a long ways i think if you want read if you read the washington post's article it dealt more 
family with the subject you've worked for these police officers for a long time but how would you characterize 
or describe their attitudes towards the people they were investigating what was the mentality how would you 
describe their mentality in their attitude well i'm going to tell you uh they are basically uh battery uh if we were 
in

basically uh battery uh if we were in the i put this way to you sir if we were in a a a russian type state or a 
communist type state these men would be the elite of the of the of the of the core they believed totally in the 
power of the police over the people oh yes [Music] they work for ccs the same as i do uhi i cannot mention 
that name at the present time because of the uh i've been told uh if anything happened to these people i've 
been i'll be saying just the same as murder they are i'm gonna tell you they have been with the moratorium 
uh some of them on the moratorium committee uh they are they how would i put they are very much involved 
you know very much involved with the chicano movement uh [Music] they are so deeply involved with it 
through uh a couple of chicano officers up there that uh they tend to to create situations before they even 
happen uh well let me let me tell you something almost on all the moratorium meetings in marches they 
didn't have the police the sheriff department directed by ccs has if you if you noticed by the press itself i am 
i'm keeping a hold of the stories but people out in the vicinity will say will tell you that the police were the 
direct cause of the violence and that they all ways tend to create the violence around peaceful 
demonstrations uh the demonstrations were were planned coinciding police actions are the leaders are the 
leaders of the moratorium committee aware of these i don't think they are no i don't think they are uh what i 
will do i will not make public to the press or anything but if the monitoring committee or people who are 
involved in these organizations such as the panthers and others will come to me you know i mean 
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will come to me you know i mean personally in sound talk to me then i feel that each organization can handle 
their own thing their own way that way i'm gonna say no one knows what happened let me ask again on the 
eop thing you mentioned it was a struggle between match and bsu yeah yeah bsa uh this was created by the 
the establishment themselves uh well they made the first of all they made the black man in charge of the eop 
program then they cut his throat and made the chicano and they kept they keep it they try to keep chicano 
and the black man on the college campus all within each other's throats are you trying to say that the police 
uh are trying to pit one race against the other they have been doing it for a long time well let me ask you one 
thing now there's another situation that has arisen recently here in los angeles that's eyoa where the 
chicanos have walked out claiming that the black administrator is uh unfair in hiring practices now would you 
say something to do that too oh well if you if you think my eop the eoi is only a branch of it i think offspring of 
it it's the same type program uh anywhere you have a a situation where it's controlled by uh one one uh uh 
race or the other the police steps in and becomes provocateurs to agents uh they have agents uh in the 
mexican community uh who will create uh hey man them some dirty black boys down there you know and 
they have uh agents and within the black community stating hey man in mexico ain't treating us no kind of 
way fair and this creates an atmosphere of distrust between the races eventually it creates uh uh so much 
animosity that it's a separation line man this is the police works on constantly this is one of their premises 
you can divide them you can conquer them at all times this is one of their things uh this is how they re have 
built a system across america of the divide and conquer of races uh they keep the black man at each other's 
throat constantly by using the use of of neighborhood gangs the use of other organizations 
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gangs the use of other organizations you see my point uh they keep the chicano uh at eyes with himself by 
by uh the same thing they have provocateurs in within the community who on one hand is saying hey you 
know viva la rosa on the other hand is stabbing the loracia in the back for and all in the name of the 
establishment in other words are you saying that the police seized the black and brown community no the 
police see the black and brown community community as a battleground what they what they see it as is uh 
uh uh how i put it even better they see the black and brown community as uh being totally dependent upon 
the establishment for funds you see my point and longer the dependency is there they use what they they 
they see them as a sheet they can lead one way or the other it's a thing where they use these people and the 
premise for this is the money everybody's fighting for gain control of the money when in reality at any time 
they want to the money is can you know can be cut or driven the other way what i'm saying is that all they do 
is say here's a hundred thousand dollars you know what i mean now we don't know who gonna give it to this 
creates uh a little animosity right there everybody's fighting for this this is a little pins they're gonna give them 
you know somebody there's a little welfare they're saying whatever we would call it all right then they'll place 
a black man in part in charge of it and what he'll do is is because he's black not because he's a racist trying 
to help his community you see my point this isolates this kind of feeling that hey man the black man is you 
know raymond ray just as racist as the white all right and on the other hand what they'll do they'll place the 
same thing in the chicano's hand and he's because he believes in his race and they're not a racist at all uh 
he'll you know uh state hey man you know well let's help the chicano now and this creates the atomizer in 
the black man's eyes so you cannot never get a fair division of anything no two people of any race white 
black chinese or whatever gonna ever agree on the same thing and this is what they basically work on 
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this is what they basically work on so what is the ultimate logic as far as the police is concerned they want 
everybody in the concentration camp everything ain't white you see my point i'm going to tell you like i'll show 
you a point i read in the new york times a day they crucified the the the uh mexican community uh in the 
press and all over the place and then they spent millions of dollars on trying to convict the parents of the 
panther 21 in new york but i read in the press this morning the alleged 16 minute men that were caught with 
a million round ammunition 150 guns all kind of bazookas rocket launchers and everything the cases were 
dismissed on them you know what i mean here's a 16 men who had enough ammunition to start a war mr 
taglis do you know do you know anything about police standing aside and letting hard drugs into the ghettos 
and barrios oh yes this is a common practice of the of the so-called community at one time if you read my life 
story or the story that was printed i was running drugs you know with probably knowledge of the police 
department is the idea behind that that the drugs into the ghetto areas will keep down political violence no i'm 
gonna tell you it increases the flushing instead of flushing it creates a dependency problem so in other words 
the more people can get hooked on drugs the more criminals you can you you can create and the more 
criminals you can create the more you can control see i'm gonna tell you you can't go out and get a political 
man say hey you're guilty of robbery or you're guilty of stealing something what they tend to do is say hey 
you you you uninfluenced baby you know what i mean and i'ma tell you they used crc as a kidnapping thing 
too the green hornet cases remember uh how many chicanos in crc on pure kidnapping you see my point 
how many blacks are in crc were kidnapped off the street and the premise that they were using drugs can 
you state there's a connection between the police force and the suppliers drugs well i'm gonna tell you one 
one beautiful case i can you you can state is the intelligence officer that was caught with thirty thousand 
dollars worth of uh i think it was cocaine or something you know uh he is an intelligence officer of the lapd 
getting caught with thirty thousand dollars worth uh here's another thing 
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dollars worth uh here's another thing i'm gonna tell you what happens to all the drugs that if you get busted 
with ten pounds of it they bring one joint to you know to the courtroom are you trying to say this well what 
we're hoping for is that eventually we'll get nothing enough things going we get a senate investigating 
committee see right now i'm gonna tell you the press cannot even uh question the members of ccs or 
anything like that i think you can't even go up in the in the room what we're hoping to do is if the if the senate 


will you know come out here we'll go back to them and investigate these people then i'm quite sure the 
revelations they'll come out of this they can subpoena these people to reform and force people to bring up 
evidence force their files out in the open you see my point and all of this i'm gonna say once the files have 
come out on all these all these different manipulations and all their undercover agents and things they got 
out there i'm quite sure it will cause uh big funerals in washington and and and a reorganization of some of 
these programs that are controlled by these police departments what do you yourself plan to do be myself 
i'ma tell you uh uh personally i don't know a[___] or anybody else i'm stressing for a senate investigation and 
i will keep on until they either kill me or put me in jail uh no there is no way to bring legal action against the 
lost citizens police department we found out only we can bring only action we can bring us hoping that some 
type of investigation can be brought on the federal level or state level do you ever fear for your life yes i do 
besides uh deal with it on that level i mean what do you feel your responsibility is i mean to uh uh the people 
uh you know in these various communities in these various organizations to expose i mean people that you 
have uh well let let me let me explain something to you uh first of all uh i am not politically right nor left you 
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i am not politically right nor left you see that point this is not a political issue uh like i stated before it's not a 
thing where uh i feel that i'm obligated politically to anyone i'm saying that it is time politically both right and 
left that the police department of los angeles california stop becoming becoming provocateur within the 
community i feel that once this atmosphere is cleared up the black and mexican black men the mexican and 
chicano whatever you want to call them or whatever can clear up their own house i mean that's long range 
man you know very very far into the future yeah well and i mean you know man [Music] well like i yeah well i i 
mentioned him this morning i think i talked to him mr coyne jerry cohen in los angeles time he was the man 
who directly contacted the district attorney's office who put sent 11 you know gustavo type agents out to pick 
me up right from the off the machine matter of fact and my lawyer was sitting right there when they bust 
through the door you know why did you cooperate with the l.a times as one of the three papers i had no uh 
no uh prequel i didn't contact him originally it was part of i don't think mr fleming's or mr aaron's had any idea 
either the fact of that next question i answered before i have a lot of fear from the ccs and and their 
provocateurs what about other organizations uh well i don't feel like uh how would i put it i don't feel like 
anyone on the left at the pres at the present time would but you know with an endanger what might help 
them what might help them to gain a another step forward you see 
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to gain a another step forward you see my point and i i feel the right very much so because the police have 
been aligned with the rights so long i i feel the the prosecution of people around me for conspiracy to you 
know do this and that uh to answer this man's question here like i stated man i'm gonna tell you i will not 
make public to any organization of establishment you see my point uh media the names of anyone i stated 
that within the complex of quick and whatever you know talking to me personally if we can come to some 
kind of arrangement i will sit down and talk to you about your organization or any one organization how it's 
been infiltrated how it's been set up you see my point and the lines of which alone this is run now it's up to 
you personally to make this thing public or whatever one more thing going back to uh the angela they was in 
the george jackson basin how did the lapd uh become involved as you say in the pre-planning of the two 
incidents like i'm saying if you have prior knowledge of something and and you you make it even possible 
you see my point they made it very possible for these things to be done by by not arresting certain people 
that they could arrested uh not only for this but for other crimes you see my point by by annoyingly letting 
them train in a certain in a certain place by knowingly letting the money come come forth by by knowingly 
you see my point the date on most of the time it was going to happen let it proceed then therefore i'm going 
to take this it's in itself it's conspiracy itself to to to uh suppress a fact and to go along with it so if angela 
davis is guilty of conspiracy any kind of way the los angeles part the police department is more so are the 
other conspiracy conspirators still about yes walking around completely what it is is a thing if you follow if one 
person thinks he's safe and you follow him he gives up another person who you can follow who gives up 
another person who in turn 
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another person who in turn it's the man it's a syndrome where we watch one to catch the other anything 
they're essentially they're following these people to develop more information they're more valuable this is 
the only way those at least no there's no way ccs can ever accomplish you know ever accomplish their task 
so you know there's only 14 of them yet they statewide they're everywhere you can get your hands in there's 
only 14 only 14 is only 14 hours in ccs 14 to 15 at the most and yet they have information on every 
organization that you can name on the left you know you see i'm trying to say i mean detailed information 
over 200 can i ask your general question on the basis of your experience with the police department news 
would you say that the function of undercover agents [Music] is um i will say this much the the he acted 
shamelessly with the district attorney's office you know uh what i'm saying is that once uh some information 
is found agents like myself then proceed to build a conspiracy themselves if the conspiracy is not oh no it's 
not to the point where it would be an acting fact we help if necessary plan the thing you see my point so and 
bring the thing off bring it about to give them an excuse right it's only an excuse to to to to to gain a further 
step in the direction of complete police control in other words you're saying that it's a basis for the 
organization of political visits right no it's a basis for centralization of all police forces they're creating 
victimization victim right they're victimizing the the victimizing the public too using their taxpayers funds mr 
tiger and this one is chronicle 
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mr tiger and this one is chronicle uh farming daily councilman and bertrand so that your story about his 
discovering you uh is not accurate to that you came to him voluntarily well i only got one thing to say about 
that if i would even if i came to him voluntarily it was his duty as a man on the left involved with black people 
who knows almost half of angela davis the people in her case it was his duty as a man on the left she's to my 
point who's very much involved in the community as a leader to go to the man i was investigating and and 
warn him that he was being investigated but until now mr mr mr bailey has never went and and warned 
anyone about this i uh cannot say it this time but regardless of whether he can found it out or you told him 
what i'm saying he has confirmed it and he has stated he never told anyone and i had been up there man 
months uh a period of period of time what i'm saying to you is like if someone comes you with a book with 
two white boys and say hey i work for the police department if i say that i work for them you see my point uh 
or if you caught me it is your duty as a black man involved in a community supposed to be a leader to go and 
make this news public i'm sorry to go over this ground again you talked a lot about a training camp in santa 
cruz this was found this was this position this was prior to the marine county prior and after and this was 
found i cannot than something i don't think this is part of the case that's still pending you know what case you 
mean the marine county case steve there's there are cases right now right now pending this is part of 
vacations in this and 
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this is part of vacations in this and until the attorneys in those cases give us to go ahead to release that 
information we simply can't do it i mean we're trying to to is uh to give as much information mr tackle this 
made available as possible but at the same time not to prejudice case in court no i'm talking about the whole 
situation that evolved out of his work in the north and that includes a lot more people than angela davis we're 
not specifically related angela davis there are other cases which are under investigation either by cii or ccs 
which are involved in terms of conspiracy i i think i can say this much that the police department are still 
compounding conspiracies on people and and nothing is still involved in creating certain conspiracies it 
would be unfair to the people who are who are under these this type of vicious you know and vindictive 
investigation to to make anything public right now you said you had documentation about the san diego 
bombing this is un something we're holding on to because we're still investigating we're coming up with more 
things out of san diego that would that would even build a better case for us some things we i didn't even 
know about uh and i think mr mccarthy and quicker when it was time to bring out this investigation we will 


okay but it's in is in the investigation stage and there's been some very nice starting facts made who's 
investigating a whole number of people well crick is one of the was one of the organizations and we are in 
touch with people citizens research you
